making of a newspaper has advanced 
Ink, type, paper and machinery hav 
gone upward In price and paper wll 
advance further, owing to the scare! 
ty of raw material. During all thl 
advance In price for material, tin 
price of subscription has remained tin 
same, advertising rates have not ad 
vaticed and many of the standan 
forms of commercial Job printing art. 
still donosat tho same old prices. I 
Is the only trade on record that has 
not been benefited by the advance h 
prices. And yet at the low llgura 
asked for subscriptions and Job worl 
there arc many people who will kee| 
tho printer waiting weeks, month} 
and even years before settling their 
accounts. As a general rule It Is tht 
people who expect tho most favors 
who allow their bills to run the long- 
est and very often add Insult to In- 
Jury by never paying at all. 


However, these

will not bo divided for tho customer. 
In. tho muslin the pieces run from 12 
yards to forty or morn, and the shields 
are by the dozen. The ribbon must be 
bought by tho piece, but this last Is 
tho usual manner of purchasing tho 
narrow width.

persons of the stato will probably bo 
recommended by the legislative com- 
mittee which baa been vlaltlng and In- 
•poctlng tho stnto penal and charita- 
ble InstltutlonB during tho , last two 
weeks. According to Attorney Elmore 
T. Elvor "of Mndlson. n member of tho 
committee, that body has practically 
Decided to report a bill to tho legisla- 
ture providing for tho sterilization of 
these unfortunates after a 
qualified 


commission has decided that thotr 
mental defects are Incurable. Mr. 
Elver says that tho committee be- 
lieves that the suporlntondeats ot tho 
two state asylums for the Inaano and 
the homo for the feeble-minded and a 
largo proportion of tho medical pro- 
fession of the state will approve tho 
proposition. Ho says that tho report 
shows that thoro are about 0.000 
chronic Insane and feeble-minded per- 
sons In Wisconsin. 
Of this number 


over C.OOO are chronic Insane and the 


.remainder feeble-minded. 
Tho two 


stnto hospitals for the Insane, at Men- 
dota and Oshkosh. have about 1|070 
patients, and tho county asylums over 
4.000. The homo for tho feoblo-mlndod 
at Chlppowa Falls has about TOO In- 
mates, and thoro are over 3,000 appli- 
cations for admission now on file with 
tho state board of control. Mr. Elver 
says that tho records show that tho 
number of Insane,, feoblo-mlndcd -and 
degenerate persons In the state Is In- 
creasing at a faster ratio than tho 
population of tho stato. The only way 
to arrest tho Increase of th!» class of 
unfortunates, the committee believes, 
Is to sterilize tho Incurables. Tho 
•welfare of society demands this, Mr. 
Elver says. Tho committee realizes, 
It Is said, that this proposition will 
meet with strong opposition-on tho 
part of many people, but It expects to 
bo able to convince tho other mem- 
bers of tho leglBlnturo that It Is best 
for present and future generations. 
Mr. Elvor expects to write to loading 
alienists, both In this and other coun- 
tries, and ask for their opinion regard- 
ing tho matter.

Favlll, of 
Madison. Balrd was one of tho earliest 
of Groen Bay lawyers. 
Born _ In Dub- 


lin m 1800. ho camo with hls: parents 
to Pennsylvania when four years of 
ago, and at 23 settled as a lawyer on 
Macklnao Island. There ho married 
Elizabeth L. Fisher, and In 1824 re- 
moved to Groen Buy, where tho llalrds 
soon acquired a wide reputation as 
Intellectual loaders In tho -territory 
west of .Lnkor Michigan. Mrs. Bntrd's 
"lU'tnlnlscenses of Early Llfo on Mack- 
Innc Island and In Wisconsin Terri- 
tory." published In tho Wisconsin his- 
torical collections, Is now n htorary 
and historical classic In tho annals of 
tho old northwest. Mr. Unlrd was also 
n tnlonlcd writer, and from his pen 
cnmo several of tho b«st of tho early 
papers published by tho stato hlxtorl- 
cat society. -Ho was president of the 
first territorial council, hold at Bel- 
mont, was attorney general for tho ter- 
ritory, and was one of tho most con- 
spicuous members of tho first consti- 
tutional convention.'

Mr. Cassatt was born at Plttsburg, 


Dec. 8, 1830. Ho was educated at 
tho Polytechnic institute, Troy, N. 
Y., and on graduating ^obtained a 
position as rodtnan on tho Philadelp- 
hia division. Ills promotion was 
constant. It was said of him that as 
an engineer ho ranked with the ablest 
in tho country.

In his hotel, because ho retimed to 
•provide for her and her two children; 
that sho has twlco boon inn do a 
mother; that ono of tho children boars 
his. name.

tolerant of tho woman who takes a 
babe on ono arm and a pistol in tho 
other hand and pursues a man to his 
death. But when there ore two chil- 
dren, as In this case, ono may well 
ponder a bit before ho gives her tho 
tears and tenderness so generously 
given to tho guileless, misguided girl. 


Llko Highwayman's Act, 


A woman cannot well como Into 


court with a family ot children and 
plead seduction and betrayal, as a 
girl too often does, and have the sym- 
pathy of both men and.women. This 
woman's statement is that sho asked 
the man either to marry her or give 
her money to support her children. He 
said '.'No; I will not," and with that 
she shot him to death, or, at least, did 
her best to kill htm on tho spot 
Briefly and bluntly sho shot him down 
In bis hotel for refusing to give her 
money. Tho difference between this 
act-and that of tho ordinary burglar 
or highwayman Is not very distinct.

f sho bo ovor tho ago of .10, what 
remedy does tho law give her? 


A young woman went Into a city to 


support herself, unwarned, Inexperi- 
enced;, her faith and her

bund an unworthy object. Too late, 
sho found tho man was already mar- 
ried, and In a wild moment she shot 
ilm fatally.

Is too blunted to fit him, to Judge 
of tho transgressions of another.

la himself an outlaw when Judged by 
tho standards of common morality. 
Ills propensity to shoot is the

sult of a heated brain, or tho lack of 
brains.

Tho park Idea Is a growth of recent 
yoa'rs, and yet at the present time it 
is said that the parks and' forest res- 
ervations of tho United States havo a 
total area of 
88,720,000 acres, equal 


to that of the Philippine islands or of 
all of Now England. New York state 
and West Virginia combined. 


It is only, little moro than half a 


century since tho first park in tho 
United States 
was 
established at 


Worcester, Mass,, and In commemora- 
tion of that event a memorial gateway 
has recently been erected at tho en- 
trance to the park. 
On tho tablet 


placed on either side of the gateway 
Is the following Inscription:

""This section of ELM PARK, 


containing 27 acres, deeded to, 
the CITY OF WORCESTER.

In making this claim the city of 


Worcester does not Include public 
squares llko Union Square In Now 
York city, land for which was pur- 
chased by tho city In 1833 for $116,051. 
By a "public park" tho tablet means 
a countryllko region within city lim- 
its, with woods and glades and wide 
roaches of meadow, Tho man who 
furnished tho statistics upon which 
the tablet Is based Is Oeorgo A. Par- 
ker, superintendent of parks of Hart- 
ford, Conn., and secretary of tho Na- 
tional Association of Park Commis- 
sioners. He says that Worcester beat 
New York city by two yoars In being 
tho pioneer park city. 
Andrew J. 


Downing, ho says, started city and 
state legislation 
for 
what is now 


.known as Central Park, Now York, 
but Worcester Jumped In ahoad and 
bought 27 acres for a park in 1854. 
Tho first purchase of land for Central 
Park was In 185C. 


Although Now York city has Indeed 


been tardy in tho purchase of land 
for parks, It nevertheless has secured, 
all told, about 7.32C park acres early 
enough in tho development of real 
estate values to pay for tho land one- 
fortieth what It would cost to-day. 
For Its 22C different parks Now York 
city has spent -about $50,000,000. This 
Includes only tho cost of the ground. 
At tho present tlmo theso parks rep- 
resent, BO real estate men say, an In- 
vestment of 
$2,000,000,000, a 
sum 


equal to tho total revenues of Switz- 
erland for 200 years, and enough to 
pay tho Interest for 17 months on tho 


In all Its native wlldnoss. All tho Bos- 
ton parks are situated within 11 miles 
of tbo state house, and within this 
same radius llvo 1.200,000 persons, n 
little less than- tho 
population of 


Brooklyn, which has a total park area 
of 1,200 acres. 


Chicago, however, plans to go far 


ahead of Boston. Believing that In CO 
years It will swell out four times 
greater-than Its present size, with a 
population of 8,000,000, the metropolis 
of tho Oreat Lakes authorized a com- 
mission to draw up an outer park 
system commensurate with Its big 
Ideas, This commission has made Its 
roport, and advocates the acquisition 
of 37,000 acres, extending 25 miles 
into tho country, and costing, It Is es- 
timated, about $25,000,000. 
To tho 


north, where tho shore of Lake Michi- 
gan rises into bluffs, with wooded ra- 
vines, there is to be a park ot 7,000 
acres; In tho west another of 8,000 
acres. Tho valley of tho Dosplalnes 
river, skirted with woods and mead- 
ows, Is to afford a park drive 25 miles 
in length. In tho southwest the for- 
ests of tho Palos region aro to bo 
mado Into a park larger than tho Bluo 
Hills Reservation, near Boston, and 
toward tho south a preserve around 
Lake Calumet will afford a recreation 
spaco for tho tollers of South Chicago 
and Pullman. 


Then thero aro many more smaller 


parks proposed, 84 In all. At present 
Chicago has 3.1C9 park acres, so that 
tho addition of tho outer park system 
would make a total of 40,000 acres, 
or nearly three times tho size of tho 
Island of Manhattan. 
. 


Conservative Providence, while not 


talking so much as Chicago and not 
aspiring to beat ovory other city In 
the country, is quietly working on an 
outer park system which will, In pro- 
portion to tbo population of tho city 
and Its suburbs, compare favorably 
with Uio Boston park system.
